Farm Women Average 18 Hours a Day

Nebraska farm women are not join-
ing in the crusade for shorter hours.
A -United States D;&?rtmont of Agri-
culture survey of Nebraska farm
homes shows the following facts:
Farth women are working an average
of more than thirteen hours a day
during the summer months,  Only
30 per cent of the farm homes huve
cunning water.  Sixty-five per cent
of the women carry water an average
of fifty-five feet, Only 17 per cent
of the farm homes are lighted by
electricity or gas. Ninety-nine per
cent of the farm women are doing
the family washing and ironing, und
28 per cent of them are still washing
with a board and tub, and only 20 per
vent have gus or electric irons, While
less than 5 and a half per cent of the
farm women work in the fleld 23 per
cent of them help cnre for livestock
und 42 per cent Lelp with the milk.
ing. inety-eight per cent bake
their own bread and 97 per cent do
the family sewing. Fifteen per cent
of the farm houses have buth tubs.
Kerosene stoves are in 77 per cent of
the homes. Women produce 956 per
cent of the 860,000,000 worth of poul-
try products rsised in the stute an-
nuslly.

Canned Food May He High In Urice

Indications point to a greatly re
dueced amount of commeicially ecan
ned food in the country this vyear,
says the United States Department of
Agriculture. The packers nre finding
it difficult to obtain labor and the
coat of the raw product that will be
capned will be high in price. High
raw product, high labor and high su-
gar cqn only mean high canned food
for next winter. The Department is
urging that home canning be stimu-

THEN WHY TAX FARM BONDS?

Guy Huston Shows That Proposal to
Tax Joint S8tock Land Bank Bonds
Would Injure Farmer and Raise

Intgrest Rates on Farm
Mortgages,

New York city alone has outstand-
ing $1.450,000,000 of tax-exempt bhonds,
and there is a total of $8,000,000,000 of
tux-exempt munlelpal bonds outstand-
ing at the present time, Hundreds of
milllon of this amount are Invested In
electric lght plants, water works, mn-
nicipal docks, subways and other large
income-producing properties,  Then
why deny to the farmers of America
the right to borrow n few hundred mil-
lion dollers on tax-exempt bonds?

This was the question ralsed
by Guy Huston, president of the
American Associntion of Joint
Stock Land Banks, (in January at
n hearing before the senate com-
mittee on banking and currency. A
bill, known us senate bill 3100, which
would repeal the tnx-exemption feature
of the farm loan act as applied to the
bonds of joint stock land banks, was
before the committee and the argu-
ment urged by the supporters of the
bill was that the government needed
the revenue. Mr, Hugton showed that
these farm loan bonds constituted less
than one-third of one per cent of the

amount of tax-free securities and that
the lncome the government would de
rive by tuxing these farm bonds would
amount to nothing as compared to the
Income thatmight be derived by tax-
ing clity bonds,

Mr. Huston sald:

“There are four billlons of dollars of
farm mortgages-in the United States,
which, according te the best authori-
ties, are held as follows:

Insurunce companies. ., .$1,100,000,000
Savings banks, state

banks, trust companles

and commercinl banks. 1,000,000,000
Eleemosynary Institu- -

tlons 400,000,000
Local loans............. 1,200,000,000
All other .....ovviunens 260,000,000

Farm Mortgages Not Generally Taxed.

He explained that the '$2,100,000,000
of farm mortgages carried by the In-
surance companles, savipgs banks,
state banks, trust companles and com-
merelal banks escaped the Income tax,
und that the Income tux pald hy these
Institutions Is a tax only on the profit
on the stock of these corporations, He
gald that the jJoint stock land banks
now pay an Income upon the profit on
thelr stock the same us these other 1n-
stitutions,

Mr. Huston wslso explained thut
eleemosynary Institutions which Curry
$400,000,000 of farm mortgages puy no
Income tax,

He sald further that

units by local Investors who pay
only a local income tax, If they
happen to pay any at gll. These can-
not be rewrltten under the provisiona
of the federal farm loan act becnuse
they have heen made on terms and
conditions which could not bhe accept-
ed under the federal law.

Mr. Huston then showed that In
reality there was left only $250,000,000
(out of the orlginal $4,000,000,000 of
loans on farm wmortgages) which are
